CHICAGO, Dec. 6 (UP)—Secret 
service agents announced today 
that they have broken up a large 
countérfeiting ring as result of a 
tip turned in by a suspicious farm- 
er who was paid for a Thanks- 
giving turkey in bogus money. 

Harry D. Anheier, chief of the 
secret service here, said the ring’s 
members printed $600,000 in fake 
5, 10 and 20 dollar bills and scat- 


tered them among “passers” across 
the country. He said it was the 
largest counterfeiting plot in Chi- 
o since 1934. 
ve leaders of the gang have 
been arrested, he said. 

The secret service released its 
announcement this morning after 
the fifth member of the garig, an 
ex-convict named Joe Moschiano, 
was arrested at his home on Chi- 
cago’s west side. | 

Fake Money in Walls. 

Moschiano, 42 years old, who 
also goes by the alias Joe Moosh, 
was aroused by Secret Service 
agents at 4 am.

ARTIST WITHDRAWS 
WORKS AFTER TITLE 
CHANGE BY MUSEUM 


The pictures of Maxil Ballinger, 
Springfield (Mo.) artist, have been 
withdrawn from exhibition at the 
seventh Missouri Exhibition at the 
St. Louis Art Museum at the 
rfist’s request, following removal 
of titles of two of the exhibits 
because of complaints received at 
the museum that the works were 
“offensive.” 

Daniel K. Catlin, president of 
the museum board, in a letter to 
Henry F. Chadeayne, president of 
the Artists’ Guild, who had voiced 
strong objection to Ballinger's 
three entries, said the pictures 
had been withdrawn at Ballinger’s 
request. The pictures from which 
the titles were removed were.“The 
Immaculate Conception,” an etch- 
ing, and “Death of the Virgin,” 
an oil painting. 

The first named was described 
in a recent issue of an art maga- 
zine as “a study of a hollow-eyed 
woman seated on a sagging bed.” 

Ballinger told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the titles of the pic- 
tures were removed “over my ob- 
jection and refusal to give permis- 
sion to change any title” He as- 
serted the works were neither im- 
moral nor gy eng and said he 
refused to use “traditional con-

AMERICANS EATING © 
MORE MEAT AND 
EGGS THAN IN 1941 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 
Americans are eating more meat 
and eggs and drinking more milk 
this year than they did in 1941 
before war and postwar inflation 
sent food prices skyrocketing. 
Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics Statistics showed today that 
per capita, civilian consumption 
of meat this year is 15 per cent 
higher than in the last prewar 
year. Egg consumption, as com- 
pared with 1941, is up 22 per cent 
and use of milk and cream has 
increased 14 per cent. 

Some food habits have changed, 
however. People are eating less 
butter than they did in 1941. Some 
are using margarine as a substi- 
tute. Margarine consumption has 
increased 42 per cent ober 1941. 
At the same time, annual per 
capita consumption of butter has 
declined four and one-half pounds 
below 1941 levels. 

Average consumption of meat 
was estimated at 156 pounds in 
1947, compared with 141.2 pounds 
in 1941; in 1947, 380 eggs were 
used, whereas 311 had been eaten 
in 1941; butter consumption was 
down to 11.5 pounds a person com- 
pared with 15.9 pounds in 1941; 
margarine use was up to 4.7 
pounds, compared with 2.7 pounds 
before the war; milk and cream, 
403 pounds in 1947, and 350 in 
1941, Sugar consumption was 
down, with 94.9 pounds estimated 
as 1947 ‘consumption, compared 
with 103.7. pounds in 1941.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (Ap) 
The Civil. Aeronautics Board has 
made it clear that it feels no obli- 
gation to reimburse airlines for 
losses suffered while flying mail 
at rates previously accepted as 
satisfactory.

Ordinarily, the editor of the Phillips 
County Herald has adhered to the theory 
that whatever the policy of another city's 
government happens to be is that city's own 
business. We have, in most instances, 
thought that one city, for instance, has no 
right to tell another what it should and 
should not do, 

And, by and large, we have also always 
believed in the South being allowed to work 
out its own problems concerning relations 
between the white and Negro races. We 
have not always concurred in some of the 
ideas expressed by some of the Southern 
leaders with regard to the treatment of the 
Negro, just as we have disagreed with the 
ideas of some Negro leaders and some 
northern and eastern whites who have tried 
to tell us that we must adopt social equal- 
ity between the races, 


For a Middle Position 


Alwuys, we have believed that the solu- 
tion to the race problem lay somewhere 
between the two extremes. 

All this is by way of saying that we

IRVINGTON, N.., Dec, 6 (AP) 
A ͤ huge magnet outweighing the 
steel in a United States destroyer 
was completed today for Colum- 
bia University’s new giant cyclo- 
tron designed to delve into some 
of the deepest secrets of atomic 
structure. 

The cyclotron ;will be the most 
powerful in the world, but not the 
largest, Columbia physicists said. 


‘It will fire atomic bullets at new 


high energies of 400 million elec- 
tron volts, enough to smash the 
cores of even heavy atoms like 


lead into 10 to 50 component parts. 


The bullets will be protons, one 
of the fundamental building 
blocks of all atoms, |

Protons will be released by an 
electric source in the center of the 
chamber. They will travel through 
a hollow electrode of new design, 
and high frequency modulation 
will give them kicks in speed as 
they travel around. Within one- 
thousandth of a second, the pro- 
tons will travel 100 miles in widen- 
ing circles until they hit their tar- 
gets at a speed of nearly 110,000 
miles per second. The chamber, 
enclosed in sthinless steel, will be 
nearly a vacuum to keep the pro- 
tons from striking atoms of air. 

Dr, Dunning and Prof. I. I. 
Rabi, head of Columbia’s physics 
department, said it is hoped .the 
proton bombardments may create 
mesons, the mysterious high en- 
ergy particles which have been ob- 
served after. cosmic rays strike 
atoms in the atmosphere. Whether 
cosmic rays create mesons or lib- 
erate them ‘from atoms is ‘not 
known. It is suspected the mesons 
may be important in the “cement” 
that keeps atomic. cores together. 

When. completed, the cyclotron 
will weigh 2500 tons.

Prof, Raymond R. Tucker of 
the Washington University mechan- 
ical engineering department, who 
is chairman of the committee, said 
a shortage of 4,800,000 gallons of 
furnace oils and 8,800,000 galions 
of oil for stoves and space heat- 
ers has been predicted here this 
winter. The agency will be under 
the direction of the committee. 

“Under the all distressing 
cases will be required to present 
needs in person,” Tucker ex- 
plained, “Only those cases will be 
considered who are of oil or whose 
supply is such that it will only 
last 48 hours. All distressing cases 
will be required to sign affidavits 
as to the accuracy of their needs. 
The cases will then be investi- 
gated,” he said. 

An announcement of the loca- 
tion of the offices of the agency 
will be made as soon as quarters 
of the organization can be ob- 
tained, he said, 

The committee, which met yes- 
terday at University Club, 3605 
Washington boulevard, also dis- 
cussed the possibility of obtain 
additional supplies of fuel oil, but 
as yet no relief of the present sit- 
uation is in view, Tucker said. 
“We're trying to find where it is 
obtainable and whether transpor- 
tation facilities are available,” he 


A meeting of fuel of] distributors 
will be held Monday to formulate 
plans and quota procedures to in- 
sue equitable distribution of the 
available supply, he said. 

At a meeting last Wednesday 
the committee urged dealers in 
fuel oi] heating equipment to halt 
sales of furnaces, burners. and 
stoves as long as the shortage con- 
tinues. “The committee repeats its 
warning and requests thé public 
to exercise the most rigid economy 
in the use of oil they have,” Tuck- 
er said, “Keep the temperature of 
the house as low as possible; oth- 


a erwise this situation may become 


more acute in January or Feb- 
ruary.” 

Main reasons for the shortage 
are increased demand and lack of 
transportation facilities because 
the amount of steel available is in- 
sufficient for wells, pipes, tank 
cars, truck tanks, and storage and 
refinery facilities. There has been 
a 25 per cent increase in installa- 
tions of, oil furnaces for the cur- 
‘rent heating season, as compared 
with last year, and about a 30 
per cent increase in the use of oil 
heaters, Tucker said. In the win- 
ter of 1044-45, 21,000,000 galions of 
furnace oils and 19,000,000 gallons 
of oil for stoves and heaters were 
used. Last winter consumption in- 
creased to 32,000,000 gallons in fur- 
naces and 28,000,000 in heaters.

No Real Cure 
For Baldness, 
Says Doctor

ALDNESS is a very common 

and often embarrassing condi- 

tion. A small percentage of 
cases may be caused by an ex- 
cessively dry scalp, or due to a 
giandular deticiency, notably a 
deficiency of thyroid secretion. In 
most instances, however, the cause 
of this prevalent condition is un- 
known. There is certainly no 
cure, either in the way of special 
preparations or hair tonics, or by 
any of the so-called systems of 
treatment. Untold millions of dol- 
lars are thus spent annually and 
to no avail in these useless forms 
of treatment. 


Question: “Is gonorrhea hered- 
itary?” 

Answer: Gonorrhea is not hered- 
itary. An infant is not born with 
gonorrhea, but may acquire it at 
birth from the birth canal of an 
untreated mother who is infected 
The baby may 
acquire the disease as it passes 
through the birth canal, but prac- 
tically never from the mother’s 
blood stream, If a woman has, or 
has had gonorrhea, and is ade- 
quagely treated, there is almost 
— 2 of infecting the infant at 

rth. 


In previous years, there were 
Many cases of blindness in in- 
fants, resulting from gonérrhea., 


Now there is a law which requires 
that silver nitrate must be used in 


the baby’s eyes soon after birth. 
This treatment has just about 
eradicated this site of infection, 
and it is now rare indeed ever to 
see blindness in an infant as a re- 
sult of this disease. 


With the advent of such power- 
ful gonorrhea-killing drugs as the 
sulfa group and penicillin, the 
treatment of gonorrhea has been 
markedly simplified, an& almost 


‘all so adequately treated, 
and cared. 


Although these facts are encour- 
aging, there is one dark angle. 
After a person has had multiple 
infections, and after the above 
drugs are used repeatedly,’ these 
otherwise powerful drugs lose 
their killing effect and become 
less and less likely to reproduce 
the initia] dramatic cure.
